—Contract Was Close:
Yesterday.

Chalrman B, 1+, Horton of the pav-
ing commlssion stated yvesterduy that
a vontract had been closed with the
Pittshursgh Testing company to con-
duct the labointory testy of tae sheet
asphalt pavement which 15 1o be luld
In the city of Anderson by the Soutl-
ern Paving Coustruction
contractors, of Chattanocoga,

As gewerdlly known, In
where paving 1s done the clty employs
1t chemist who makes It his buslness
to keep n check on the muaterialt
used.  One plan generally followed
I4 to ent chunks out of the pavement
after It is laid and send these of
Ly express to some laboratory up
north, where it 5 tested and a re-
port returned. This cntall. consld-
eéruble loss of time as well as  ex-
pense, and befose n sample of pave-
ment reaches the laboratory anl a re-
port ‘s returned Lhe contracltars have
gone forward several blocks with the
work. Iy other words, by this system
defects in pavement are not discovered
until after the pavement is put down.
The only wity the trouble caa be cov-
rected then is for the pavement jhat
Is deferctive to be taken up.

Wi the system that is to be em-
wloyed by the paving commission the
best results will be obtained. The
testing company emnloyed will estal-
lish a laboratory at the plant where
tne asphelt is to be cooked preparatory
to being hauled to the street where
it i= to be put down. The sand, as-
phalt and other ingredients golng in-
to the pavement will be subjected to
chemical tests before they are mited.
During the process of cooking tests
will also be made. After the mater-
fal comes out of the furnace it will
be ngain tested ,to determine If It haa
been properly cooked, if the tempera-
ture Is at the proper stage, ete. It
will be seen that by this method de-
fects in the uality of material will be
dotected before the asphalt has been
allowed (o go to the street where it
Is to be put down. In this way the
city will have the satisfaction of
knowing that all paving put down will
be of the very best and prepared un-
der ideal conditions.

Mr. W. R. Caldwell, renresenting
the Pittzburgh Testing company, met
with the executive committee of tac
waving commlisslon yesterday at noon
¥ith reference to the testing service.
No deal was closed at this mecting,
but Mr. D. A. Ledbetter was au-
thorlzed to make a contract with some
chemienl testing company to do this
work. Later im the day Mr. Ledbet-
ter closed a contract with the Pitts-
burgh concern.
